One explanation is that the Spanish 


minister sent in his resignation because 
of comments in some of the news- 
papers in Havana,-criticising his course 
with regard to the present insurrec- 
tion in Cuba. The person proffering- 
this explanation, speaking of the mat- 
ter Thursday night, said: 


"The minister was very sensitive as 


to the criticism in view of thes fact 
that he had been zealously working- to 
further the interests of his government 
throughout all the Cuban troubles. 


"He felt that in view of the criticism 


his government was not altogether 
satisfied with his course, which, it.is 
said, has also been misrepresented by 
some American newspapers.
